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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 9, 2006 has been entered. 

2. The indicated allowability of claims 2, 14, 16, 32, 34, and 38 is withdrawn in view 
of the newly discovered reference(s) to Rettenbacher 5,916,503. Rejections based on 
the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-15, 17, 30-35, and 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rettenbacher 5,916,503. 

Rettenbacher teaches a method of manufacturing a composite product 
comprising providing a treating apparatus, feeding natural fiber product having a 
moisture content of 6-25 wt% into said apparatus with a water reactive material that 
reacts with the water present in the natural fiber product and wherein the moisture 
removed from said fiber product is in the form of steam, per claims 1-5, 17, 30-31 , and 
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37-38. See abstract and column 3, lines 10-20. The fiber product can be rice husk and 
the binding agent can of the type contemplated by applicants, per claims 6-7, 10-14, 
and 33-34. See column 2. lines 42-61 . As to claims 8-9 and 32, these claims are 
drawn to the color of the composite product, wherein changes in color ordinarily are not 
a matter of invention. As to claims 15 and 35, Rettenbacher teaches the usage of an 
extruder. Therefore, this teaching would have rendered obvious the extruder of claims 
15 and 35. 

Therefore, the teachings of Rettenbacher would have rendered obvious the 
invention as claimed in present claims 1-15, 17, 30-35, and 37-38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 1 6 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
